House decides today whether to 
authorize money for U.S. bomb- 
ing of Cambodia. President 
Nixon's supporters said the 
showdown could result in the 
first House antiwar vote of the 
Indochina conflict.

Democrats who in the past 
have joined Republicans in sup- 
port of presidents' war policies, 
said the coalition favoring the 
Nixon stand was about five 
votes short late Wednesday.

World Grain Shortage 
At Starvation Brink 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — The world's reserves of 
grain are reported so low that 
some areas may face star- 
vation if the coming harvest is 
poor. 


Stocks of wheat and other 


food grains no longer provide 
an adequate buffer against crop 
failure, the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization told the Eco- 
nomic Committee of the U.N. 
Economic and Social Council on 
Wednesday. 


As a result, FAO is drafting a 


"minimum world food secur- 
ity" program in which major 
consuming 
countries 
would 


share with grain-growing coun- 
tries the 
responsibility 
for 


emergency stockpiling. Direc- 
tor-General Addeke H. Boerma 
is to unveil the program at the 
agency's annual meeting in 
Rome next month. 


Ambassador I.A. Akbun of 


Pakistan said such a program 
would make maintenance of 
grain stocks a global responsi- 
bility instead of something left 
to the producing countries and 
market conditions.

60 Summer Youth Jobs Lost 


The Nixon-ordered halt to the federal Office of Economic 


Opportunity programs has eliminated the National Youth Corps 
program which last year provided summer jobs for 60 local 
youngsters 16-18 years of age, according to Navarro County 
Action Committee Executive Director Jerome Vacek. 


"The kids should know that there will not be any jobs through 


NYC this summer," Vacek said. He noted that the local NYC 
program has been administered out of the NYC office in 
Groesbeck. This office is in the process of closing down now due 
to the federal fund cutbacks, and the officials asked Vacek to let 
the young people know about the job situation. 


Vacek said it is unlikely that the NYC program will ever come 


back in its present form. There are alternate programs being 
considered to provide summer jobs for young people in this 
area, but no such programs have been finalized. He noted if the 
proposed programs provide one-third as much funds for youth 
employment "we'll be lucky." 


The NYC program paid participants $1.60 per hour to work an 


average of 26 hours per week. The youngsters worked for 
various schools and child centers, one as a clerical assistant to a 
justice of the peace, and others on city clean-up projects. All 
employment was with public.agencies. 


Since the delegates from the 


two alliances began meeting 
here Jan. 31, they have been 
holding only informal private 
talks.

sidered the affidavits "entirely 
insufficient" and would keep 
pressing for a full scale hearing 
with testimony. Defense attor- 
neys have said they are "ac- 
tively considering" trying to al- 
lege that President Nixon im- 
peded delivery of the memo to 
the judge. 


Joining Nissen in filing an af- 


fidavit were Asst. Atty. Gen.

'Disaster' Status 
Granted Corsicana 


Navarro County Judge Rob 


Dunn announced Thursday 
morning that Navarro County 
has been designated as a 
disaster area as a result of the 
April 
15 
tornado 
which 


damaged several houses and 
considerable public property in 
Corsicana. 


Judge Dunn said he received 


a telephone call from Jess 
Ward, regional director for the 
Defense and Disaster Relief 
Administration division of the 
Department of Public Safety in 
Austin, saying that official 
notice was received from 
Washington, D.C., this morning 
on the disaster relief request 
being granted. 


This "disaster area" status, 


according to Judge Dunn, will 
allow local residents to apply 
for 
Small 
Business 


Administration loans if their 
property was damaged by the 
tornado. An SBA task force will 
be sent to Corsicana sometime 
in the near future to appraise 
property damage. 


Dunn said this same task 


force will probably handle 
applications for relief as result 
of the damage caused by the 
March 10 tornado which hit 
Hubbard and caused other wind 
damage in parts of Navarro 
County. Navarro County was 
declared a disaster area in late 
April as result of this tornado. 
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Dear Aunt Louise, 


Seeing all of the magnificent 


roses in bloom at this time I 
recall the days I spent as a child 
in Dallas. Papa was raised on a 
farm and therefore was a firm 
believer in making use of every 
inch of ground on his property. 
When he built the house on the 
edge of Oak Cliff it was like 
living in what we now call "the 
country.1' We had an orchard on 
one side, a rose garden on the 
other, numerous trees of 
various foliage and many pets, 
chickens and a cow in the back 
yard. Far a spell we also had a 
pony, a goat and several geese 
who loved to wander off down 
the back way to a stream that 
ran behind the house where we 
caught craw-dads. (I believe 
the proper name is cray-fish but 
no matter because we rarely 
made a catch with our string 
and bent pins.) 


After paying what he con- 


sidered an exorbitant price for 
grapes at Huber's Grocery 
Papa came home and began 
construction of a grape arbor. It 
consisted of laths laid crosswise 
on top and was held up by large 
sturdy posts. The leaves were 
healthy and abundant and 
provided much needed shade in 
summer when we chose the spot 
for watermelon eating but the 
grapes were, alas, sour enough 
to pucker you for a week. 


The rose garden was his 


special delight and with the help 
of church members with similar 
tastes he had a glorious 
collection that he prized. While 
he worked in the soil he prac- 
ticed his sermons and con- 
centrated so earnestly he shut 
out the rest of the world. 


When he was wanted on the 


telephone, which was quite 
often, we would call out at the 
top of our lungs, "PAPA 
TELEPHONE/' He hated to 
have to come inside because it 
meant removing his shoes, and 
washing his hands on the back 
porch each time. (Mama was 
"Mrs. Clean.")

Housing Authority Establishes 
Rent Range Goal on Apartments 


The Board of Cc 


of the Housing Authority of the 
City of Corsicana Tuesday 
afternoon adopted a resolution 
setting a goal on the number of 
apartments to be rented to 
tenants within various rent 
ranges, according to housing 
project secretary Mrs. Carolyn 
Michaels. 


The goal, established to help 


place the housing project on a 
sound operating basis, involves 
310 units. It provides that only 
three units be made available 
for people who pay $0-10 per 
month rent; nine units for 
tenants who would pay $11-20 
per month; and 19 units for 
those who would pay $21-30. The 
greatest 
number of units 


available for any one rent range 
category is 182 units for people 
who would pay $31-40 per 
month. The goal also allows 38 
units for tenants in the $41-50 
rent range, 25 units for tenants 
in the $51-60 rent range, and 34 
units for tenants in the $61 and 
over range. 


The amount of rent tenants 


pay is based on family income 
and number of persons in the 
family. The maximum amount 
of rent that can be paid by 
tenants is $50 for a one-bedroom 
unit, $60 for a two-bedroom unit, 
and $65 for a three-bedroom 
unit.

Gas To Be Higher in Ennis

ENNIS — A dozen citizens 


gathered for the Ennis City 
Council meeting last night, at 
which about 20 items of business 
were acted upon, including a 
request from Lone Star Gas that 
an "automatic cost adjustment 
clause" be included in the 
Company's contract with the 
city. 


The Council agreed to a 1.2 


per cent increase in rates, but 
denied the adjustment clause 
request, which would have 
allowed Lone Star to pass on to 
the customer—at the rate of 65 
per cent—any increases or 
decreases in the gas company's 
cost of gas. The decision to deny 
the clause came following 
lengthy discussion on the part of 
Lone Star representatives and 
Ennis citizen Cyrus McCaskill, 
a former commissioner. 


McCaskill told those present, 


"My six years on the com- 
mission persuade me to advise 
the commission not to approve 
the 
proposed 
ordinance, 


granting to Lone Star Gas 
Company the automatic rate 
clause." He said allowing the 
clause would reduce Lone Star's 
incentive to quickly repair gas 
leaks, which are prevalent in 
the city. 


He 
said, 
"We've 
got 


Watergate on our hands. Let's 
don't get 'gas-gate* on our 
hands." 


The council and visitors were 


assured 
by 
Lone 
Star 


representative Charles Prost, 
however, that repairing leaky 
gas lines will have first priority. 
"I assure you we're not going to 
get lax on leakage," he said. 


In reference to the City's 


recent decision to take over 
ambulance 
services, 
City 


Manager Hayden Routh told the 
councilmen he will recommend 
ambulance rates for con- 
sideration in an ordinance at the 
next meeting. 


Routh reported that work has 


begun on the two ambulances 
being built for the city by the 
Summers Company, which 
turned in a low bid of $8,369 for 
each unit. The ambulances are 
being paid for by a lease- 
purchase arrangement. 


The city manager said an 


ordinance should (1) provide 
rate charts and (2) designate 
what areas will be included for 
city ambulance service.

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Skylab Astronauts To Monitor Earth's Resources

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Astronauts will play their 
first role as monitors of earth's 
natural resources when they 
board the Skylab space station. 


They will use a $37 million 


array of six photosensors to 
evaluate actual and potential 
resources over a wide area of 
the globe. 


A dozen countries have asked 


the astronauts to employ the 
sensors to scan 
farmlands, 


mountain ranges, river basins 
and watersheds in search of ev- 
erything from minerals to crop 
disease. 


The Skylab is scheduled to be 


launched May 14, with the 
three-man crew joining it the 
following day. 
"The Skylab earth resources 
experiments offer an almost 
unlimited potential for near 
term benefits affecting man 
here on earth," reported astro- 
naut Paul J. Weitz. He is the 
sensor expert on the Skylab 1 
crew. 


"During the five months the 


station will be manned by three 
crews, it will fly over 75 per 
cent of the earth's surface, in- 
cluding the entire United States 
except Alaska," Weitz said. 
"With this excellent view, data 


can be obtained applicable to 
mankind's most pressing prob- 
lems, such as weather, food 
production, pollution, flooding, 
erosion and the depletion of 
natural resources." 


Weitz emphasized the sensors 


are experimental, designed to 
determine which instruments 
can best be used by man in 
space and which can be oper- 
ated on unmanned satellites. 


"But," he said, "they could 


lead to a science in such things 
as mapping snow cover and as- 
sessing water runoff potentials; 
mapping air and water pollu- 
tion and their sources; assess- 


ing diseased and healthy crops; 
timber volume estimate; locat- 
ing arable land; determining 
sea status and fishing grounds, 
and locating hidden oil and 
mineral reserves." 


More than 90 principal inves- 


tigators from the United States 
and 20 from other nations are 
involved in Skylab's earth re- 
sources study, which involves 
the use of multispectral, opti- 
cal, infrared and photographic 
sensors. 


A total of 132 targets have 


been selected for study by Sky- 
lab. 


New Lebanese-Guerrilla Cease-fire Breaks down 
\ 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Explosions rocked banks and a 
restaurant in four 
different 


areas of Beirut today, cannon 
and artillery fire rumbled inter- 
mittently and the Lebanese 
army warned guerrillas it will 
retaliate 
"intensively 
and 


violently" to cease-fire viola- 
tions. 


An official communique said 


guerrilla rockets and mortars 
were hitting army positions and 
residential areas in acts of 
"pure sabotage." 


The army said 13 soldiers 


had been killed, 65 wounded 
and six were missing since hos- 
tilities erupted Monday night. 


Guerrilla casualties were not 


immediately known. 


The government continued 


censorship on news dispatches. 


The new explosions, which 


came in an area previously 
unaffected by the week-long 
fighting, destroyed the Develop- 
ment Bank on Hamra Street, 
Beirut's equivalent of Fifth Av- 
enue, the G. Trad Bank on the 
Damascus Highway and the 
Lebanese Commerce Bank in 


the Shiyah suburb. 


The fourth explosion blew up 


a restaurant between the plush 
St. George and Phoenica hotels 
next to the British Bank of the 
Middle East. 


The army said its positions at 


the radar station, Beirut air- 
port, the army combat school 
and the army officers' housing 
compound were being fired on 
by mortars and rockets. 


Outside Beirut, the army 


said, in the Bekaa Valley, 
"army groups are still under 
intensive shelling by armed 


men." 


"As for the south," the an- 


nouncement said, 
"following 


the rocket and heavy mortar 
attack on the army Tyre garri- 
son and the ambush of a mili- 
tary convoy on the Tyre-Sidon 
highway, eight soldiers were 
killed."

A senior army official said a 


joint cease-fire commission was 
making "desperate efforts" to 
stop the shelling. 


Guerrilla attacks today also

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Indian Treaty 


Question 


And Ambiguous 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


trouble with Indian treaties is 
that they are so easily broken. 


Once any treaty is ratified, it 


becomes part of U.S. law. And, 
like any other law, it can be 
amended, superceded or re- 
pealed by a newer law. 


So breaking an Indian treaty 


may not be honorable, but it can 
be perfectly legal. 


Even in cases where there has 


be no legal justification for 
breaking a treaty, Indian tribes 
have often found themselves 
without the power to force com- 
pliance. 


The question of Indian stand- 


ing, and therefore claim to the 
land on which they live, has 
been ambiguous since the first 
white men came to America. 


Charles V, king of Spain and 


grandson of Ferdinand and Isa- 
.bella, made the first attempt at 
defining Indian property rights 
and turned to Franciscus de 
Victoria, professor at the Uni- 
versity of Salamanca and one of 
the foremost theologians of his 
day. 


Victoria said Indians had title 


to their land and Spaniards 
could not claim it by virtue of 
discovery. Fie suggested that if 
Europeans wanted Indian land, 
they buy it. 


"Victoria's advice was not al- 


ways taken literally, as white 
explorers continued to claim 
new discoveries in the name of 
European monarchs, although 
his ideas .survived in an unwrit- 
ten code which generally as- 
cribed sovereignty to the white 
kings but title to the Indians. 


The 
English 
colonizers 


followed this rule, and in- 
dividual colonies passed or- 
dinances requiring acquisition 
of Indian land be by purchase 
authorized by the colonial 
government. 


The British home government 


held similar views. 


During the American Revolu- 


tion the Continental Congress 
continued to deal with Indians 
in the same way and concluded 
the first U.S.-Indian treaty with 
the Delawares on Sept. 17,1778. 


In 1784, Congress appointed 


commiss oners to negotiate 
peace terms with Indians along 
the frontier and set up bound- 
aries, making it clear that the 
territory belong to the govern- 
mentalthough the Indians could 
live on it. 


"The United States alone pos- 


sess the sovereign power within 
the limits described at the late 
treaty of peace between them 
and the king of England," Da- 
vid Ramsay, chairman of the 
Congress, declared. "You may 
also assure the Indians that 
they tell lies who say that the 
king of England has not in in his 
late treaty with the United 
States given up to then) the 
lands of the Indians." 


But the Indians resented the 


government's approach and it 
became apparent that the 
United States, which had no 
standing Army once the Revo- 
lution was over, was going to 
have to soften its stand or fight. 


Consequently, the secretary 


of war in 1788 recommended a 
new policy of purchasing land 
the government had been vir- 
tually confiscating in peace 
treaties. Money was appro- 
priated to purchase Indian 
claims to land already ceded, 
and treaties were renegotiated. 


On Jan. 9, 1789, treaties were 


signed with the Six Nations 
and the Wiandot. Delaware, 
Chipewa 
and 
Ottowa 


establishing a new official view 
of Indian lands rights. In these 
landmark treaties, the United 
States 
gave 
up claim to 


designated territory to be held 
by the Indians. 


The early treaties contained 


several other provisions imply- 
ing a degree of Indian sover- 
eignty. 


As early as 1778 Delaware 


treaty, the government guaran- 
teed the integrity of Indian ter- 
ritory. Boundaries were set out 
between U.S. territory and In- 
dian land and between Indian 
nations, just as the map of Eu- 
rope was redrawn after the 
World Wars. 


Treaties signed with northern 


tribes in 1785 and 178G provided 
that any U.S. citizen attempting 
to settle on Indian land forfeited 
the protection of the United 
States. 


The U.S. government ob- 


viously recognized an in- 
ternational character to Indian 
relations and several treaties 
stipulated . that having allied 
with the United States, the 
Indians could not ally with other 
nations. 


Such anachronisms encour- 


ago a view of the treaties as 
quaintly out of date and not to 
be taken seriously, although 
some guarantees of goods and 
services arc still vitally impor- 
tant to the Indians.

employes at Navarro County 
Memorial Hospital for their 
services to the hospital and to 
the community. 


Referring to the theme of 


National Hospital Week, Barron 
said, "We believe this theme 
describes our institution. With 
the increasing public concern 
about the quality, availability 
and costs of health care, the 
employees of Navarro County 
Memorial 
Hospital are a 


community of caring people, 
who are concerned about 
bringing better health care to 
more people as efficiently as 
possible.1' 


This concern creates the need 


for updating equipment and 
staying abreast of the latest 
developments in the health care 
field. 


During the past year Barron 


listed the addition of a Mam- 
mography X-ray unit which is 
used to detect cancer of the 
breast, additions and expansion 
of 
the 
Physical 
Therapy 


Department, installation of a 
professional food management 
service to handle the dietary 


needs of the hospital, in addition 
to updating older equipment 
throughout the building from 
the maintenance department to 
the operating room suites. 


Soon to be installed in the 


hospital is a new system for 
coronary care monitoring—the 
latest in medical technology 
design. Slightly more than 40 
per cent of the hospitals across 
the United States have a 
Coronary Care Unit, and 
Navarro County's will be one of 
the most up-to-date systems of 
cornonary care and monitoring 
available. 


New additions to the medical 


staff include a pulmonary 
specialist and an orthopedic 
surgeon. 


An interesting comparison, 


Barron said, is the fact that in 
1946 hospitals spent 2 billion 
dollars on patient care and 
employed 830,000 persons in 
6,125 
hospitals. Twenty-five 


years later, in 1971, more than 
7,000 hospitals employed 2.9 
million persons and spent 28.8 
billion dollars on patient care. 


Approximately 61 cents of 


every dollar in a hospital budget 
is used to pay employee wages 
and salaries. 


Another fact that shows the 


increase in health care during 
the past 25 years, is that in 1946 
it cost a community hospital 


.39 to maintain one patient for 


one day. In 1971 that one patient 
per day cost rose to $105.30 on a 
national average. 


Navarro County Memorial 


Hospital, despite the continued 
growth in size, staff, equipment 
and skills, manages to keep the 
patient day cost well below the 
national average, 


"As of March 31, 1973," said 


Barron, "our cost per patient 
day was $68.74 compared to the 
national average of $105.30." 


"In addition to the hospital 


staff, there are many friends of 
the hospital who give of time, 
money and effort throughout 
the year, and we certainly do 
not want to leave out anyone 
who has helped the hospital 
maintain the high level of 
patient care it provides," said 
the administrator.

lions of families into backyard 
spading and vegetable planting 
this spring in what may be the

Victory gardens. 


A limiting, factor, according 


to a surve1, by The Associated 
Press, h.is been the severe 
weather this spring. As heavy 
rains, unseasonal snows and 
cold 
temperatures 
have 


throttled 
fanners, 
so 
have 


would-be gardners been denied 
their salad days. 


The big push for home-grown 


tomatoes, corn, lettuce, radish- 
es and other garden goodies 
seems to be building up. how- 
ever. 


At the Department of Agri- 


culture, where dozens of differ- 
ent pamphlets and brochures 
on gardening are turned out. of- 
ficials say orders appear to be 
increasing from county exten- 
sion offices and members of 
Congress where such informa- 
tion is available free of charge. 


One popular item is "Min- 


igardens for Vegetables" which 
explains and illustrates how to- 
matoes, radishes, chives, green 
peppers and other species can 
be grown in window boxes, old 
pails and even flower pots. 


Is spading up the backyard 


badminton court for tomatoes, 
beans, peas and corn worth it'.

Depends how big you want to 


be. If you have to invest $50 to 
$100 in new equipment, every- 
thing from hoes to fancy cul- 
tivators, fertilizer, pesticides, 
gloves, overalls and sunbon- 
nets, maybe not. 


On the other hand, packets of 


seed can be bought usually in 
small quantities for a few dol- 
lars. Tomato plants, ready to 
set out, cost more, depending 
on how large they are. 


Dr. Clint Turnquist, a Univer- 


sity of Minnesota vegetable ex- 
pert, says people seem to like 
doing outdoor work and having 
their own fresh produce. 


"Maybe it's partly because of 


the high food prices, but I think 
people are just getting in the 
swing, getting on the band- 
wagon of growing gardens," 
Turnquist said.

One reminder, according to 


the bulletin: Check local ordi- 
nances before buying poultry or 
livestock. You may find that 
rutabagas are far less both- 
ersome than roosters.
